will mean practically Ufe ictlremont of

Bishop, Rev. Mr. Mackintosh

of such authority as ho has 
from tho church ruler .here for tho per- 
formance 
ot duties that have hereto-

established and continues St. Clement's 
Chapel In open rebellion

If personality has 
tho weight, Rev. Mr. Mackintosh 
would 
have a large following, for his 
emigre-gatlo- n 
at present comprises almost the 
entire body of the membership 
of the 
church 
locally.

vant, ono Kando, 
In driving n horse 
nnd wagon against plaintiff, who at the 
tlmo was riding a bicycle, thereby in 
juring plalntirt nnd breaking his 
bi- 
cycle. 
Tho defendant in his answer al- 
leges, that at tho tlmo tho accident 
oc 
curred, 
ho was carrying on tho 
busi- 
ness of tho estate of I. O. Camarinos, 
deceased, and that tho said Kando was 
employed 
by him to 
lrlvo tho horse 
and wagon 
in connection 
with 
the 
business of the estate of deceased, and 
that said Kando was In his employ as 
administrator, and maintained Uiat he 
Hhotild 
not 
bo held liable in his indi- 
vidual capacity. 
Tho 
District 
Court 
thought Hkowlse and gavo Judgmont 
for defendant. 
Tho Supremo Court, 
In Its decision, 
says: 
''Kanclo 
was employed 
by the 
defendant nnd the alleged trespass was 
committed 
by Kando whllo driving tho 
wagon In tho scopo of his employment 
in the fruit store business. 
Defendant 
was his, master. 
According to well 
bet-tie- d 
law not disputed 
by defendant, 
tho 
master Is responsible to third persons 
for injuries through tho negligence 
of 
his servant whllo acting 
within 
tho 
scope of his employment. 
This is so 
because every master is bound to 
cm-pl- 
servants that are both skillful and 
careful. 
So far as third persons are 
concerned, 
Kando 
was the servant of 
defendant. Plaintiff's appeal sustained 
and judgment appealed 
from reversed. 
Tho case should be 
proceeded 
with 
against defendant as an Individual 
up- 
on its morltB." 
A certificate of appeal has been filed

This case was cited, somo jears ago, 
by it noted writer on self government, 
in order to show that laws wero of no 
valuo unless public sentiment sustain- 
ed and demanded their enforcement.
